If 
the plans of the Chamber of Com- 
merce do not miscarry, Redondo 
Beach’s wondrous carnation - fields, 
more crimson than the su more 
radiant than the dawn, will give 
place to factory sites and paved 
streets, lined with hundreds of 
workmen's bungalows. For the new 
Redondo Beach is the suffragette 
daughter of a titled family who cuts 
the drawing-room for a desk in a 
business office and parts forever with 
a life of elegant leisure to become a 
busy bee in a great industrial hive, 

Hermosa Beach, little sister of Re- 
dondo_Beach, is to undergo a simi- 
lar change. This little municipality, 


‘officially designated under the State 


law a “city of the sixth class,” is 
preparing to vote on a proposal to 
bond itself for $100,000 to buy land 
on the wastern rim of the proposed 
inner harbor and lease it to the big 
eastern syndicate of syndicates for 
forty years at a nomina! rental. The 
syndicate will subdivide the tract 
and re-lease as locations for indus- 
trial plants. 

Like the tribes of Israel, Redondo 
and Hermosa beaches must wait for 
forty years before they enter into the 

land of a municipal har- 
bor, which will be their own. Un-: 
der the proposed contract the in- 
vestment syndicate will lease the 
land for a period of forty years, and 
build the breakwater, slips 


ang 
wharves. At the end of the forty 
years the whole will become the 


property of the municipality, 

Residents of Hermosa and Re- 
dondo beaches agree jointly that, 
long before that period has elapsed, 
both cities will be a part of a 
Sreater Los Angeles which will then 
possess two municipal harbors, the 
one at old San Pedro, the other at 
Redondo Beach. 

That the development of the West 
Coast will provide sufficient ship- 
ping for both is evidenced by the 
fact that the Chamber of Commerce 
and the Merchants’ and Manufac- 
turers’ Association of Los Angeles 
have passed resolutions indorsing 
the twin-city harbor project. 

Campaigns for the bond issues are 
being conducted jointly by the cham- 
bers of commerce of Redondo and 
Hermosa beaches. There is no or- 
ganized opposition to the. project in 
either municipality. 

THE PLAN IN DETAIL 

Here jis the legend of the proposed 
harbor: | 

A breakwater’ will extend from: 
the strand at Redondo Beach at the 
foot of Sixth street for a distance of 
2500 feet in a southeasterly direc- 
tlon inte the bay. The city of Re- 
dondo Beach will build a jetty about 
500 feet in length, to stretch out 
from the foot of Emerald street. 
The whole of the beach from Sixth 
street to Emerald street will be con- 
verted into a turning basin 800 feet 


square. 

A blind channel will be dredged 
from the beach, connecting with the 
Present salt lake in the rear of the 
big generating plant of the Pacific 
Light and Power Company. There 
will be two slips and  sifficient 
w space to care for about 
twenty-six vessels at one. time. 

A mammoth refrigerating plant 
and giant elevatora will be con- 
structed by the syndicate which will 
build the harbor. 

Hermosa Beach will purchase and 
lease to the harbor syndicate a tract 
of land containing about thirty-five 
acres, adjacent to the inner harbor.

PECIAL TAXES 
OVERDUE SOON. 


Federal Levies Must be Paid 
on or Before Last Day of 
this Month. 

What are known as 
“special” government tax pay- 
ments must be made to Collec- 
tor Carter on or before the 
30th inst., and the necessary 
stamps must be in the pos- 
session of all tax-payers by 
July 1. 

There are about 9000 tax- 
payers in this district under 
this schedule. They include 
brewers, rectifiers, retail and 
wholesale liquor dealers, 
manufacturers of ocleomar- 
garine and dealers that 
commodity and adulterated 
butter, cheese manufacturers 
and dealers, brokers, pawn- 
brkers, ship and custom house 
brokers, proprietors of the- 
aters, museums and concert 
halis, manufacturers of to- 
bacco, cigars and cigarettes, 
proprietors of circyses, bowl- 
ing alleys, etc. 

I¢ the business is to begin 
after July,. the tax is remitted 
accordingly. It is a wiola- 
tion of law to conduct a busi- 
ness for which a special tax is 
required before paying the tax. 
Applicants are required to 
make oath as to the correct- 
ness of the statements signed 
in the application for stamps,

IN THE DEPTHS OF SPACE.

'¥N THE PAST astronomical writ- 

ers have referred to that vast ag- 
€Fegation of stars which we know 
to be suns, numerous stellar clus-

ether, which is assumed to be the 
basic substance of all material 
forms, is probably co-existent with 
boundless 


space. 

But it is only within the iast 
quarter of a century that we have 
secured indubitable evidence of the 
existence of other siderea] universes 
in the profound depths of space, at 
almost immeasurable distances be- 
nes of our 
own vast and imperial domain of 
celestial bodies. 


These new anJ thrilling revela- 
tions are due to the penetrating 
power of recently-installed gigantic 
telescopes, to the patient work ac- 
complished with photographic plates 
of long exposure, to new and start- 
ling results in the employment of se- 
lective color rays in light, and to 
intense and almost superhuman 
mental processes in co-ordinating 
obscure phenomena and deducing 
therefrom wnassailable conclusions. 

GLIMPSES BEYOND. 

Therefore, not only have these ex- 
haustive researches of astrogpmers 
in all parts of the globe, and the 
conclusions arrived at by the most 
profound thinkers in all depart- 
ments of physical science, enlarged 
the dimensions and added to the 
srandeur of our own sidereal uni- 
verse, but they have given us won- 
derful glimpses into outlying side- 
real universes, far beyond the 
reach of, and practically unaffected 
by, the mighty attractive forges re- 
siding in ovr undisputed domain,

Por m&s que parezca extrafio, es un hecho 
que ninguna de las poblaciones se ha fun- 
dado cerca del rio, pues en su mayoria estén 
situadas a una distancia que varia desde 
tres hasta seis millas del mismo. Esto se 
debe, sin duda, al deseo que los primeros 
colonizadores manifestaron de establecer 
las poblaciones en @istritos saludables, aun 
cuando para ello tuvieran que privarse de 
mejores medios de transporte, es de 
advertir que el rio Cauca se desborda con 
frecuencia durante la estacién luviosa, y 
una Vez que desaparecen las inundaciones, 
quedan grandes charcos de agua estancada. 
Es evidente que las buenas condiciones 
sanitarias de las poblaciones y aldeas se 
deben a la previsién de dichos coloniza- 
dores. 

La mayoria de los habitantes de! valle es 
de raza espafiola, puesto que casi todos los 
indfgenas fueron exterminados y los que 
cuedaron fueron victimas de la absoroidén. 
Durante el perfodo colonial, se importaron 
muchos africanos para la explotaci6n de las 
minas, pero a prinvipios del dltimo siglo se 
jes di16 la libertad, y hoy dia sus descen- 
dientes representan una porporcién conside- 
rable de los habitantes del valle. Casi todos 
son agricultores en menor escala, y tam- 
bién hay artesanos y obreros en las Scichesh 
das. 

La primera colonia de este valle se -esta- 
bieci6 en el afio de 1525, o sea cuando la 
fuerza espaficla que famoso oficial Don 
Sebastid4n de Benaledizar envié al norte del 
Ecuador para explorar aquella regién, fundé 
una poblacién en el rio Jumendi, que Nama- 
ron Ampudia. Después de tener frecuentes 
conflictos con ios indigenas, en los cuales 
los espafioles generalmente salieron victe- 
riosos, se fundé la diudad de Calf en 1536. 
ciudad es actualmente capital del 
Departamento @el Valle, y el centro. comer- 
cial m&s importante de dicha regién. Dicese 
que ‘tiene $0,000 habitantes, y es la tnica 
que posée’ alumbrado eléctrico, cuya planta 
también suministra la potencia necesaria 


durante dia. Entre otras de las princi 


pales poblaciones del Valle del Cauca 
&guran Buga, Palmira y Cartago. 
Tanto en el vaile de que se trata como 
en las cordilieras que lo circundan, se én- 
cuentran yacimientos de oro, cuarzo, méar- 
fool, pizarra, ca) y carbén de piedra, los 
cuales no se explotan en.la actualidad, ex- 
cepto algunos yacimientos de cuarzo, y eso 
de una manera muy anticuada. 
“De los millares de acres de“terrenos fér- 
tiles que se encuentran en aquella regién y 
en las faldas de las cordilleras circundantes, 
todas las cuales pteden producir una gran 


variedad de cosechas, s6lo una pequefia pro- 


porci6n se utiliza para pastar el ganado. La 


siendo muy lucrativa, toda vez que 

capital invertido rinde un 25 por ciento, 
La grama comin es muy nutritiva, y se 
conserva admirablemenate. Los pastos arti- 
ficiales se componen de las hierbas de 
guinea y paré. Ei gamado flaco puede com- 
prarse a un precio que varia desde $30 hasta 
$35 por cabeza. Los novillos gordos de seis 
afios de edad se venden a razén de $50 cada 
uno, y los de siete afios de edad a $60. Se 
envia mucho ganado vacuno al Bstado de 
Antioquia que est&é contiguo. Los cueros se 
embarcan para los Estados Unidos, y se im- 
porta uma gran cantidad de suela. En el 
valle no hay m4s que unas cuantas curtiem- 
bres que se ocupan de ja fabricacién de 
suela, en la cual se emplean métodos muy 
antiguos. Se crian buenos caballos, y con 
frecuencia se encuentran algunas excepcio- 
nalmente hermosos. La racién diaria de un 
caballo es una panela que cuesta ocho cen- 
tavos, y después e] animal se suelta en el 
terreno de pasto durante la noche, Los 
caballos rara vez se alimentan con granos. 

También se crian cerdos y carneros, pero 
en menor escala, por més que es innegable 


que ésta serfa una industria muy lucrativa. 


Anualmente se exporta una gran cantidad 
de café a los Estados Unidos y Europa, Este 
grano lo cosechan principalmente los agri- 
cultores en menor escala, y hay muy poeos 
eafetales grandés. En ila actualidad para 
transportarlo por ferrocarril es necesario 
enviarlo primero a lomo de Mula a una 
larga distancia, que algunas veces requiere 
varios para recorrerla y, a pesar del subido 
costo de flete, el agricultor obtiene una 
beena ganancia. . 

Bl cacao que se.cosecha en el valle es 
excelente, desgraciadamente con este pro- 
ducto pasa como con el café, no se cultiva 
en las cantidades que debiera hacerse. 

La cafia de azicar crece en el Valle del 
Cauca de una manera admirable y sin em- 
bargo la Gnica empresa importante que hay 
de esa industria, es la hacienda “La Manue- 
lita” perteneciette a un sindicato de capi- 
telistag de Nueva York con una produccién 
diaria de diez toneiadas de azicar. 

Bi maiz todavia se cultiva de la martera 


Rhticua, es decir, echando la semilla en 


hoyos que se hacen con una estaca, sin em- 
Plear arados, pero como el terreno es muy 
fértil, las cosechas son por lo general abun- 
dantes. 

E] arroz se cultiva muy poco, por més que 
las condiciones del terreno son muy propi- 
elas para dicho cultivo, Este producto se 
consume mucho, y se importa una gran can- 
tidad de China por la via de San Francisco. 

Se ha demostrado ya que en lias faldas 
de las cordijleras hay terrenos que pueden 
producir un trigo de excelente calidad, por 
mas gue hasta la fecha no se cultiva nin- 
guno. La harina de trigo se importa y es 
muy costosa. 

Con la gran abundancia de agua que hay 
en aguella regi6én privilegiada, debiera ser 
muy facil poner en operacién molinos hart- 
neros, industria que resultaria muy lucrativa 
en relacién con el cultivo del trigo.

ques, éstos nunca fueron muy densos, éstos

falta de aserraderos a vapor obliga a aserrar 
& mano toda la madera y transportaria a 
lomo de mula, resulta por lo tanto muy cos- 
toga, Algunas de las maderas que acabamos 
de mencionar no se conocen en los Estados 
Unidos, ellas tienen un grano precioso que 


es susceptible de pulirse para usos en la — 


construccién de muebles finos. Por ejemplo, 
al visitar una carpinteria de las que se en- 
cuentran en casi todas las poblaciones del 
valle, es muy interesante ver las maderas 
del pafs en los diferentes perfodos de la cons- 
trucci6n de escritorios, c6modas, armarios, 
etc., ete. Todos estos trabajos se hacen a 
mano y con verdadera maestria, debiendo 
agregarse que muchas plezas se tallan a 
mano con notable gusto artistico.

Adjustments. 


Be it known that there are more ways

Jeft for adjustment.. This adjustment bu- 
reau is a very important phase of depart- 
ment store life and care should be exer- 
cised always to satisfy the customer, even 
though the store is obliged to go beyond 
“The cus- 
tomer fs always right,” is a slogan in many 
establishments “and the employees are 
ever permitted to argue a point, being re- 
Avired to submit every dispute that might 
arise to the adjustment bureau. 
- ‘The adjustor must be a diplomat, a plent- 
potentiary extraordinary and be gifted with 
more than a sound understanding of human 
nature and human failings for his duties re- 
quire the utmost tact and at the same time 
definite action in keeping customers satis- 
fied. Until a person Knows the number 
of complaints that are the daily part of the 
department store one can hardly realize the 
importance of this department. 

In opening accounts the credit manager 
must base his judgment upon the character 
of the applicant, taking into account his 
reputation for honesty and integrity. In 
most cities where the business men are 
alert, credit associations have already been 
established. These credit clearinghouses

Getting a Line on the Patron. 

In seeking information from a prospec 
tive charge account the retail credit men 
have no set rule in questioning the appli. 
cant. Women have a terror of this ordeal 
which often prevents them from. applying 
for credit. They object seriously to being 
questioned and appear to believe that one is 
prying into their private histories for no 
particular reason. “Ifthe applicant appears 
sensitive the desired information must be 
secured in a general conversation with but 
few direct questions. To deal with such a 


person, obtain the desired information and 


not give offense requires the extreme of 
delicacy. This is where the expert credit 
man displays his worth, getting such infor- 
mation as he may desire without the ap- 
pearance of delving into private affairs and 
above all not antagonizing the prospective 
customer. It is more a developed gift than 
one that can be acquired. Andeindeed, the 
credit man cannot apply a rigid test to all 
persons—he must take some moral risks 
and base this risk on character when deal- 
ing with persons of moderate incomes. In 
these cases when the applicant's request to 
open an account is granted, then the terms 
of the house on such accounts should be 
carefully explained, either by letter or other- 
wise, that there may be no misunderstand- 
ing on either side when payment is due. 
Collecting Accounts, 


Then in the management of the collec- 
tion department the credit man must tse 
discrimination and sound judgment. He 
must never act from caprice but must know 


when to be firm and when to be lenient. 


Every individual delinquent account be- 
comes a separate problem to be handled by 
itself. 

Every charge account should have Jimit 
placed on it, determined by the manager of 
the credit department from information he 
has gathered in conversation with the appli- 
cant and when purchases for any one month 
have reached this amount, the account 
should be referred to the credit manager. 
It acts as a danger signal, calling the atten- 
tion of the head of the credit department 
to the condition of the account and brings 
to him all further purchases for his 4p- 
proval, When this stage is reached the 
limit may be extended or the purchase held 
until satisfactory arrangements are made 
by the customer for further credit of 
ccurse with thousands of accounts on his 
books, ind the amounts changing daily, it 
in

formed regarding the exact status of each 
of them. But with a limit placed on each 


ard or bill, the book-keeper or billing clerk 


can notify the credit man the 
limit is reached. 

To give the various methods of gathering 
information rélative to prospective custom- 
ers would be impossible as each customer is 
a separate problem. When a man or womans 
applies for credit he naturally is supposed 
to have had some sort of credit dealing with 
others and this is the information sought. If 
his credit connections were in another city, 
a tracer is sent out to learn what the mer 
chants in the other city knew of the appll- 
cant. If he has had credit connections in 
this city, then the task is simplified as he 
is already on file. This is of course the one 
great reliable test. Then comes the appll- 
cant’s employer, his landlord and persons he 
has dealt with, length of employment, rela- 
tives and their standing. If an applicant ro 
fuses all or any of this information it is 
almost a safe wager he is not desirable as 
a credit customer. 

The credit machinery of today, as related 
to the retall mexchant is working in close 
harmony throughout. the nation. It is con 
structed and held together by a closely 
knitted chain of rating bureaus extending 
from New York to Los Angeles and main- 
tained by the banks arid mercantile houses 
throughout the land. So alert is it that it 
starts the deadbeat on the move and 
finally ensnares him Your unfavorable 
credit news travels very swiftly and fore 
warns the merchant so as to prevent serious 
loss. 

Credit Priceless Asset. 


- Tt has been said that credit as an asset 
ia worth all of the gold of all the mines to 
the man who has earned it and means to ro- 
tain it.

formation regarding the new customer, 
Another instance of the benefit of the 
eredit system as now employed. A young 
man who had enjoyed extensive credit at, 
several stores one day was refused a $35 
credit on a suit of clothing although he had 
frequently owed the same establishment as 
high as $100 or more. He was indignant 
and demanded an explanation. All ne 
learned was that the store was not extend. 
ing credit for a time, ete. They naturally 
lost this account for the time but the young | 
man quickly learned that no other store 
was willing to extend him credit. The facts 
were that he was holding a position of trust, 
handling another man’s money and was in . 
debted to several. stores in the sum of $280. 
It would be impossible for him to pay this’ 
sum at his rate of living and still more im- 
possible to meet any further obligations. He 
had always been good pay and would be 
again, once his balance wheel was restored, 
It required a jolt to make him see where 
he stood ‘with relation to the community, He 
was simply asking that the stores that had 
accommodated him with credit now finance 
his household, The credit men knew that at 
this rate of expenditures it would be but a 
sbort time until he would face the posal- 
dility of robbing his employer. This man 
is again enjoying credit at the stores thata . 
year ago refused his trade. 
Just one more instance. A professional 
man in this city, widely known and reputed 
wealthy, spending more than $25,000 a year, 
cannot purchase $10 in merchandise from 
any reputable store in the city and have it 
charged. His stenographer, spending $1500 
@ year, can get credit in any establishment 
in the city. In the first instance the pro- 
fessional man, while quite able to setile his 
accounts, is known to be $20,000 in debt all 
the time. On the other hand the stenog- 
rapher meets his obligation with prompt- 
ness. While the professional man has never 
hesitated to purchase anything and every- 
thing for himself and family, he has never 
been prompt in paying. With the coming of 
the credit man he" found himself refused 
credit for even the most trivia! purchase.

F YOU would know the secrets of the 
beachcomber, buy rum and then more 
rum. That is the key to unlock his 


ye rum is flow-

It is one 
of the great problems of modern business, 
made ible by the credit department, the 
credit manager and his employees. Based 
on co-operation of the mercantile establish- 
ments of the country the present system of 
credits in retail trade is undergoing «a 
thorough change. greatly to the advantage 
of the honest tradesman and his customers 
and much to the dislike of the dishonest 
patron. 
Day of Dead Beat Past. 


In the balmy days just past, before the es- 
tablishment of the present system of or- 
ganized credit associations and credit men, 

| when merchants eyed each other with sus- 
picion and distrust and emphatically refused 
to divulge ledger information to a rival, the 

“hard pay” customer thrived. Garbed in the 

best the land afforded, he could flit from 

store to store and from ¢ity to city, estab- 
lish a false reputation with false informa- 
tion and “get away with it.” Mr. B had no 
way of ascertaining that the deadbeat owed 

Mr, A, nor could Mr. C learn that the patron 

owed Mr. B. Now that is all changed and 

these bad accounts no longer clutter up the 
ledgers of the unfortunate merchants. | 
Notwithstanding this there Is more retail 
credit today than ever before and the system 
is expanding. Merchants are seeking more 
charge accounts and are losing less money. 
This is due to the modern credit man and 
his credit associations and organizations. 
Their method of operation is interesting, for 
_ the reason that sooner or later it affects us 
. all. While we may not ask credit today 
there is no telling but that we may seriously 
desire it tomorrow. The credit man realizes 

this and is preparing for that time, 

All credit is based on, character. In @ 
broad sense credits are well understood and 
conform to well defined lines that have 
been handed down from generation to gener- 
ation. Put retail credits as we now under- 
stand them are a very modern institution. 
The credit man in the department store, the 
furniture store or the newspaper office is 
m hew individual working along entirely new 

n lines. True we have had credit men in the 
Ahousefurnishing trade, music houses and 
kindred trades, for lo these many. years. But 
these were lines where the title to the 
property sold remained with the vendor 
until the full payment had been received 
and it was possible to follow and seize the 
goods when payment was refused. But in 
the dry goods, hen’s clothing, candy, food- 
stuffs and other lines, where the articles, 
once sold, are consumed and forever pass 
away from the seller, the credit department 
is new. 

This new credit department of a modern 
store is not only entrusted with safeguarding 
its firm’s finances but has a tendency to 
uold the entire moral tone of the commu- 
nity wherein it operates. It not only exer- 
Cises a stipervision over the accounts of 
the firm but prevents reckless and extrava- 
gant buying and sérves to keep the wage 
earner from Hving beyond his income. It 
weeds out the dishonest and thriftiess, poor 
pay and the actna) deadbcats while at the 
same time gesisting the honest patron to 
tide over Anancia] depressions. sickness or 
misfortune from whatever source. This new 
dcpartment of retail) trade is one of the great 
factors in modern merchandising, little un- 
derstood by the man or woman it serves, but 
greatly appreciated when once its scope is 
divulged.

This extension of 
credit is jealously guarded and it is the bus- 
iness of the credit man to insist on prompt 


' payment of all bills when dune and further to 


hold the customer or patron to the limit of 
his ability to pay thus promptly. This is the 
great essentia] of credit business in the re- 
tall stores, the credit manager acting as a 
traffic cop to the men and women who ex- 
ceed the speed limit in the matter of living 
beyond their ability to pay. . 

In former years the only retail credit was 
extended by the corner grocer, the butcher, 
baker and candlestick maker-—those least

more especially to women patrons. The pa- 
tron who pays cash flite from store to store 
as fancy or the advertising pages of her fa- 
vorite newspaper calls.

When credit became general and the de- 
partment stores began to realize the big 
field before them and established credit de- 
partments they also realized that in order 
to cover the field, eliminate the business 
slacker, the skipper and the other dead- 
beats as well as to keep the honest but 
slow customers up to the mark, local or- 
ganization was mecessary. The credit men 
got together and compared notes and even- 
tually established a clearinghouse for 
credits. Thig was followed by county, 
State and eventually national, co-operation 
and organization until today the credit men 
of the United States have a well organ- 
ized and systematized credit association. Co- 
operation was found to be the apogee of 
safety to the credit man. If your credit is

The securing of new accounts is a varied 
business, depending upon the ingenuity of 
the sales manager and the credit man~ 
hclding the customers is largely up to the 
eredit department although many other fac- 
tors enter into the case.

OUNTLESS legends and 
have atached to: the sword since the 
Gays when fighting was the principal 
occupation of life. 80 highly was the sword 
esteemed that Mohammed, in the Koran, de 
clared it to be the “key to Heaven and 
Hell.” 
The warrior or knight gave a name to his 


word; he vowed at the altar never to draw 


it in a false cause; it was his companion. 
and friend and descended from father to 
éon for many generations. One sword, 
named “Brother of the Lightning,” had a 
Zolden hilt inscribed with magic words. In 
times of peace these words were said to be 
Jegible, but before a battle “they slowed red 
as biood.” 

it was beHeved, moreover, that 4 sword 
after long use acquired a life of its own, 
Many famous swords were said to utter 
cries before battle, and after a weapon had 
killed five score men it became blood-hungry 
and leaped {rom its scabbard at. the ap- 
proach of a foe. Certain swords were aaid 
to ‘refuse to give a wound in @ bad cause. 
Among these was the brard . Excalibur. 


which was given to King Arthur fairy 


and which. egepentcn Coeur de Lion professed 
own. 

The family of Convers, in England, won 
their estates and have held them for cen- 
turies by virtue of their possession of an 
old faichion, with which, according to tradi- 
tion, an ancestor slew. the famous Dragon 


“of Wantley. 


In the East superstitious_reverence is still 
paid to the sword. The dafmios of Japan, 
wheh they voluntarily surrendered their 
rank, Rept, as a rule, the wonderful blades 
prhich had been handed down from genera- 
“tien to genération, in some cases for more 
than a thousand years, and which had ab- 
gorbed, as they believed, some of the charac- 
ter and life of the men that had owned 


them. 


The swords of Spain have, perhaps, been 


-@elebrated above all athers. Numerous av- 


therities might be quoted in testimony of 
their unsurpas#ed extellence, even so tong 
ago as the time of Cicero, who makes honor-

It is probable that the manufactire of 
swords continued at Toledo until the epoch 
of the Gothic kings, and it ig certain that it 
was in.full sway in the ninth century. These 
ewords served beyond doubt as a pattern 
for the weapons used by the Moors of Spain 
in the Middle Ages, still to be sebn repre- 
sented in the pictures at the Alhambra. °

» Many of the Kings of Spain accorded to 


the finest swordmakers of Toledo certain 
privileges such as exemption from certain 
imposts and duties appertaining to the sale 
of swords,.the purchase of iron and steel 
‘and other primary material. | 

The steel used by the espateros of Madrid 
was Obtained from an iron. mine situated 
about three miles from Mandragon in the 
Basque provinces. 

According to Palomeus, a Toledan 
maker of thé eighteenth century, it-.is an 
error to suppose’that the Toledans, preserved 
particular-secrets for the tempering of their 
arms. They were compelled to use the wa- 
ter of the Tagus, as well as the fine white 
satid that the river contains in its bed. This 
sand served for the operation of what they 
termed refrescar la caida, or cooling, for 
when the metal become red and com- 
menced to. throw off sparks the espaderos 
instantly sprinkled it with sand. 

The blade having become cherry-red, they 
plunged the point into a wooden reservoir 
full of water of the Tagus, and, having once 
cooled it, they siraightened it as much as 
was desirable. 

They then subjected such of the blade 
as had not hitherto been exposed to the 
fire, and when it began to redden they took 
it by the tongtie with red-hot pincers and 
plunged it into sheep suet until it cooled, 
an operation that imparted temper to it. 

One famous Toledan swordmaker of whom 
mention’ igs made was Julian, surnamed el 
Moro, or the Moor, by reason of his coming 
from Granada, where be worked until the 
Last year it was reported from Tokio 
that 50C0 Japanese swords had been ordered 
for the use of Entente officers in Purope. 
These swords of the Land of the Rising Sun 
are objects of art and science and figure ro- 
mantically in the history of the island. 

In. fact, Japan is called “the land of 
Blades" by its own people, some of the 
older scholars having declaggd&shat the Tirst 
word. wag invented by the sime.god who 
tee poetry. 

apan was ever highly honored among his 
an unusually and 
artistic smith sémétikfies being given high 
militarye fank, a yearly penston™or even 
raised to the lordshig-of the province in 
which he dwelt. 

At one period in the history of Japan a 
smith was wont to prepare himself for his 
sacred labors by prayer, absolute fasting 


and solitude. He went to his work in ‘the 


garments of a noble of the court. In 1184 an 
emperor came to the throne so favoring the 
art of swordmaking that he practiced it 


A maker of gwords in 


reign marked the time of the best sword- 
making.. 

Copper and bronze were“used in the mak- 
ing of the earlier blades, but steel served as 
the medium. Im the swords termed “pure 
make” the metal is never-heated unless first 
covered with earth and sprinkled with ashes 
of straw, nor is the metal touched by the 
fingers, a‘ drop of perspiration spoiling per- 
fect welding and perhaps leaving a visible 
flaw. A sword when completed has fine 
lines, lke the grain of wood) more 
4,000,000 layers of steel being tolded into the 
perfeet blades. 

Gods, dragons and Souees are often seen 
in representations engraved upoh the blades, 
as also are characters and phrases. Since, 
however, such engraving may be & method 
to conceal blemishes, some connoisseurs pre- 
fer the blades less ornate, As long ago as 
the:year 701 smiths cut their names on their 
output, although two of the most famous, 
Yoshihiro and Mesaumne, refused to do so, 
saying that men who knew anything of 
swords would recognize in the quality the 
creator. 

One family of connoisselrs bears the 
name Honnami. For nearly 600 years men 
of this name have been the imperial sword 
appraisers, the most illustrious being Hon- 
nami Kotoku, who lived about four centuries 
ago. Honnamii Kotoku, therefore, faJowed 
as the name, generation after generation, of 
the official representative of this ancient 
family. These appraisers alone had the 
privilege of judging the excellence of the 
royal swords. 

The fina) grinding and polishing of the 
sword is ant art in itself. The scabbard is 
frequently made of magnolia, lacquered 
sometimes with blue and scarlet, and some 
times inlaid with mother-of-pearl it ap 
pears to be customary to test the newly- 
made gword only by trial upon the bodies 
of beheaded convicts, or by having them 
used in the execution of trying out new 
swotds upon passing beggars. 

Some famous swords of Japan have, as do 
some famous jewels, their own individual! 
names. One sWord of great repute was 
calied “Little Crow.” Lecends and surper- 
stitions are connected with such historical 
blades or their makers. One of these mak- 
ers was called the “One-handed Smith.” The 
story goes that while in his apprenticeship 
to an older artisan he came to learn every- 
thing his superior knew, except the exact 
temperature of the water used in tempering. 
Finally, able to endure his situation no 
longer, he stoleeto the forge one day when 
the master was working alone and prepar- 
ing to temper a finished work of high 
quality. Rushing in, the younger man thrust 
his hand into the water, only to have it cut 
off by the irate employer.. 
many

ancient nations, never reached such poetie 
expression as among the Japanese, en 
the brother of the sim goddess, as ruler of 
the sea, slew that great dragon that had 
been devastating the land, he-took from the 
monster's tail a marvelous sword. This the 
sun goddess bestowed upon her graidson, 
firat of the imperial line of the land of 
cherry blossoms. This sword, a mirror and 
a single. jewel constitute the regalia of 
Japan, the sword lying in the ancient Shinto 
shrine of Atsuta, where thousands of pil 
srims go every year to pay it homage. 

The monetary value of a fine Japanose 
sword blade, unmounted and unadorned, 
and such as the nobles wore at one time, 
was from $1000 to $1500. 

In Japan, until recent times, the sword 
was considered a badge of the aristocracy. 
The etiquette that regulated the wearing of 
the long and the short sword was expressed 
in a number of minute rules. 

The most trivial breach of these minute 
observances was often the cause of murder. 
ous brawls and degraded reprisals. To touch 
another's weapon or to come into collision 


with the sheath was a dire offense, and to. 
enter a friend's house without leaving the 


sword outside was a breach of friendship. 
He whose position justified the accompani- 
ment of an attendant invariably left the 
sword in his charge at the entrance, or if 
he were alone it was usually laid down at 
the entrance. If removed inside this was 
invariably by the host's servants; and 
it was not touched by the bare hand, but 
with a silk napkin kept for the purpose. 

The sword was placed upon a sword rack, 
in the place of honor. near the guests, and 
treated with all the politeness due to an hon- 


ored visitor who would resent a discourtesy. 


To exhibit a naked weapon Was a gross 
insult, unless when a gentleman wished to 
show his friend his collection. To express 
a wish to see a sword was not usual unless 
the blade in question was of great value, 
when a request to be shown it would be a 
compliment. The sword would then be 
handled with the back toward the guest, the 
edge turned toward the owner and the hilt 
to the left, the guest wrapping the hilt either 
in the little silk napkin always carried by 
gentiemen in their pockets, or in a sheet of 
clean paper. 

The weapon was drawn from the scabbard 
and admired inch W¥ inch, but not to the full 


length unless the owner pressed his guest to 


do so, when, with much apology, the sword 
was entirely drawn and held away from the 
other persons present. After being admired, 
it would be carefuly wiped with a special 
cloth, sheathed and returned to the owner 
as before. 

The short sword was retained in the 
guest laid it aside.

The boat is constructed from the Japanese 
paper called hashikirazu, which is treated 
chemically to make it waterproof. The 
paper comes from the mulberry tree. It is

A thin sheet of paper that is strongf when 
stressed in any diregtion is made by pasting 
together two sheets with the fibers crossing 
at right angles. The first beat that the ad- 
miral made was merely ~ kind of large pil- 
low with a depressi in the center, the 
whole being inflated With air. Because of 
the ease with which’ paper can be pune- 
tured, it was jwcessary to change the 
method of construction, so several pipe-like 
bags weré made and placed side by side in 
the forsa of a raft, and that raft finally 
modified to a craft something like a boat 
in shape.

Few growers apply 
a whole ton of fertilizer per acre, and if they 
did, the amount procurable from a ton of any 
of the complete fertilizers sold on the mar- 
ket would not supply the amount required 
for a full crop of oranges, to say nothing of 
the necessities of the tree. It is fair to take 
into consideration also that all the nitrogen 
given to the soil is not found by the roots 
of the plant and that some of it is destroyed, 
as during the processes of nature when it 
reaches a nascent condition it is as liable 
to be sent off to its native home, the atmos- 
phere, as to be attacked and recombined by 
any state of microdenes in the soll. Indeed,

If on the other hand they 
use for their nitrogen mineral materials, 
such ag nitrate of soda or sulphate of am- 
monia, they must apply a light dressing of 
manure from time to time, or else grow a 
green crop to turn down a? about equal in- 
tervals. It would be necessary In either case 
for the best results to apply lime, cither as 
carbonate of lime or sulphate of lime (air 
sisked lime supplies the carbonate, gypsum 
supplies the sulphate;) he cannot depend 
upon a phosphate of either bone. or rock 
phosphate fertilizers to meet the lime re 
quirements, indeed in most soils there is no 
condition of lime which meets the require- 
ments of plants, or crops needing much lime, 
as Well as a simple carbonate of lime, which 
the plant decomposes at its roots getting the 
lime without the carbon, as it has every 
means of obtaining the carbon through the 
leaves. While there are all kinds of expert- 
ences to record, and every dealer or agent in 
fertilizers can point out some healthy groves 
producing well which have been at least 
once, and occasionally several times, treated 
with the fertijizers he represents; yet it is 
a noticeable fact that the great majority of 
the groves which have received plain high- 
grade tankage with the potash supplied sepa- 
rately, and little or no stable manure, have 
uniformly produced the best results. On 
examination of these soils they are found to 
contain more real humus than soils which

Why we Prune. 


Nature always produces more tree 
branches than she can support and in every 
wild plant there comes a time when small 
limbs on the lower part of the:stem or in 
the center of tree or shrub, or in both places, 
wil] die from natural competition with those 
of stronger growth or in more favorable posi- 

-tions. Therefore pruning should be a thin- 
ning process and plants are thereby im- 
proved, either to make them produce more 
blooms or better blooms without increase in 
number, or frequently both. They are also 
pruned to bring them to and preserve them 
in some desired form or to thin for light and 
air, thereby making for better health and 
vigor and a correspondingly improved ap- 


Showy, Interesting and Useful. 


In gardens of good size nothing in the 
shape of a plant collection in one closely re- 
lated family group could surpass in interest 
widely varying members of the citrus tribe. 
Beginning with the smaller let us have one 
each, at least, of kumquat, mandarin or tan- 
gerine, St. Michaels or similar orange, Va- 
lencia late, Washington navel, Marsh’s 
pomelo, and a shaddock. This makes a total 
of seven trees, and together with a seedless 
Tahiti lime and a lemon will prove an at- 
tractive useful lot. There are many inter- 
mediate sizes and forms through which the 
coilection may be greatly increased in num- 
ber and interest. The trees need not be 
planted so far apart as in orchards, for they 
may all be allowed to grow together at ten 
or a fiozen years after planting and some 
are dwarfs that require but little space.

Plants Should Rest. 


So far as known, no plant grows continu- 
ously throughout the year; therefore why 
should we seek to force them into tunnaturala 
activity as are so many of us guilty of doing 
every year. Some plants, as nearly all 
bulbs, corms, rhizomes and tubers support, 
will not be ferced to remain active. Tops 
will die and the underground portion become 
dormant or hibernate, sleep, or whatever 
you wish to call this blissful state of rest. 
Of just what value thi srest-period In plants | 
iy we do not know, but nature seems to de- 
mand it, so We must grant that it is an eco- 
nomic necessity, It must be that some 
process takes place while growth is dor- 
munt; the latter state does not necessarily 
indicate complete functional inactivity. —

Their product is far above that of 
the grownups of their neighborhood who 
keep poultry, and their fowls are larger and 
fatter when ready for sale. Full informa- 


tion regarding poultry raising can be gotten’ 


from the Department of Agriculture in 
Washington, and there is no reason why 
tens of thousands ‘of boys and girls in every 


State should not add to our food supply in — 


this way. There are many of these poultry 
clubs here in Texas. In Dallas they have 
nine egg circles, which have marketed 54,000 
eggs in the past few months. In Oklahoma 
eighty-five girls who have made reports as 
to their poultry club work now have a total 
of more than 4009 hens in their flocks. They 
raised 1100 chickens last year and produced 
more than 13,000 dozen eggs. _Each girl 
made a profit of more than $25. 

In Mississippi seven counties have co- 
operative egg-selling associations, and each 
member has on the average twenty-seven 
chickens. One girl raised chickens worth 
$69, and another sold 120 dozen eggs. Vir- 
ginia hag 670 members enrolled in the 


poultry club work, One of them has cleared 


W 


$165 from thirty hens. 

The best results shown by the girls have 
come from the canning clubs. Nearly 50,- 
000 girls were enrolled in them in 1915, and 
they raised and put up more than 5,000,000 
pounds of tomatoes and over 3,000,000 cans 
of vegetables and fruits. The farms of the 
club members were each only one-tenth of 
an acre; but the average profit from these 
small patches was over $24, or more than 
$240 per acre. | | 
, These girls were scattered throughout the 
sixteen Southern States, and, as I have said, 
there were more than 5000 of them in Texas.

She rented her tenth of an acre from her 
father for $1, a rental equal to $10 per acre, 
and paid a boy of the neighborhood $1.90 to 
plow it fourteen inches deep. She planted 
her seed in a hot-bed in February, and set 
out the plants on the 29th of March. She 
had her first ripe tomatoes June 9, and from 
then on they kept coming until she had 
1438 pownds in all. She put up from them 
more than 1000 cans of tomatoes, and in ad- 
dition, from her father’s orchard, 378 cans 
of péaches, In her canning exhibit at the 
fair she had also seventy-cight quarts of 
berries, twenty-eight quarts of cucumber 
pickle, six quarts of beets, six quarts of 
plums, eight quarts of peach pickles, one 
quart of onions; also peppers, grape juice, 
tomato catsup and other things. This was 
the work of one child. Think what thous- 
ands of such children could do in supplying 
vegetables, sauces and dainty tidbits for our 
troops in the field. Willie Haworth sold out 
her entire stock at good prices, and her net 
profits were several hundred dollars. 

Full directions for growing ‘tomatoes and 
other vegetables on these one-tenth-acre 
farms may be gotten from the Department 
of Agriculture at Washington, or from the 
farm demonstrators who are now working 
throughout the Southern States. One-tenth 
of an acre fs not more than two small-city 
lots. It is equal to a strip about forty-three 
feet, front and_ 100 feet deep, and there are 
enough vacant lots in our towns for growing 
hundreds of thousands of such gardens. It 
would be a mean farmer, indeed, who would 
not allow hig little girl one-tenth of an acre 
rent free for such a purpose if she was ready 
to use it. The government also gives direc- 
tions for canning and preparing the veg- 
etables for the market. ; 

Since the war declaration a home canning 
campaign has been inaugurated here in 
Texas.

New Jersey a strain of fowl of mixed

the Sussex breed of England and the Rhode

The 
ancestry of these birds must hark back to 
the Black Java, which was a popular breed 
some thirty years ago. Allowed to run wild 
it may, by natural selection and free range, 
develop along lines of meat production 
rather than hen fruit. With the cry for 
larger food production, these Black Giants 
may “fill in” very nicely in these times of

Preserving Egge With Lime Water. 


Some two weeks ago we gave particulars 
in the matter of preserving eges by the 
water glass system, which in our judgment 
is preferable, though by no means the only 
one. Lime water is also satisfactory for pre 
serving eggs and is slightly less expensive 
than water glass. A solution ig made by plac- 
ing two or three pounds of unslaked lime in 


five gallons of water, which has been boiled 


and allowed to cool, and allowing the mix- 
ture to stand until the lime settles and the 
liquid ig clear. The eggs should be placed 
in a clean earthenware jar or other suitable 
vessel and covered to a depth of two inches 
with the liquid, Remove the eggs as desired, 
rinse in clean, cold water, and use imme- 
diately. Both processes apply to home uses; 


- Commercially cold storage is the one and 


only method that finds recognition.

Turkey Troubles, 


Mrs. H. R. D., Los Angeles,’ writes con- 
cerning her turkey troubles: The. ailing 
bird in question is perfectly well, but ap- 
pears to be paralized in his limbs, and the 
flesh is a greenish cast. He eats heavily 
and is otherwise in good health. He has no 
power in his limbs whatever. Any infor- 
mation you can’ give as to causes and 
remedies will be appreciated. 

We should say your bird is troubled with 
rheumatism, which may have been brought 
about by exposure to cold and dampness. 
Alter conditions, give frequent change of 
ration and plenty of green food. For 
specific treatment Dr. Salmon, in his “Dis- 
eases of Poultry,” recommends a dose of 
Epsom salts, twenty to thirty grains. The 
following day add thirty to forty grains of 
bicarbonate of soda (baking soda) to the 
quart of drinking water, and give two or 
three grains of salicylic acid twice a day. 
Apply camphorated or carbolic ointment to 
the affected joints. The birds which are 
seriously affected would be better killed 
than treated, and the main reliance must 
be under any circumstances in prevention 
by securing proper sanitary conditions. 


Don'ts Along the Poultry Way. 


Don’t neglect charcoal in your daily ra- 
tions. It acts as an absorbent by taking up 
noxious €ases in the system, and is also good 
for its physica] action. 

Don't feed corn liberally to laying hens, as 
it is entirely too fattening. Remember the 
proverb that no woman loves a fat man, and 
likewise we do not like non-productive fat 
hens. 

Don't be afraid to pay a fair price tor 
breeding or foundation stock. You cannot 
buy silk for the price of calico, neither can 
you get good birds for a cheap price. 

Don’t feed animal foods in quantity, for 
digestive troubles are quite sure to follow. 

Don’t carry birds from one place to an- 
other by the legs with head hanging down- 
ward, for it often préduccs a rush of blood 
to the head which may be followed by ver 
tigo.

Lawn Clippings as Green Food. 


People who enjoy the pleasure of well 
kept lawns, and at the same time grow a 
few hens, should remember that the clip- 
pings make an excellent green food, which 
is keenly relished by the hens. In cases 
it is often expedient for people with family 
flocks (but who have no grass plot,) to 
make arrangements for the lawn cuttings of 
neighbors. With the easy availability of 
lawn clippings the city poultryman can al- 
ways have green feed through the summer 
for his chickens. ‘The flock can be fed 
daily as much of the green clippings as 
they will eat. If any continued bowel 
trouble shows, the amount should be re- 


duced, The remainder of the clippings can = 


be allowed to dry and be fed moistened 
during the time between lawn cuttings.

When one considers that this registration 
may mean service of a very strenuous and 
dificult kind across seas in foreign coun- 
tries where the fighting will be not for the

to make every American heart swell with 
pride when he thinks of the alacrity that 
characterized the action of these 10,000,000 
young men. According to dispatches from 
the East on the day after the election, but 
four arrests were made of any citizen or 
foreigner in the whole great country at- 
tempting to interfere with the enrollment of 
these men for possible service across seas.
